INFORMATION ON TIME UMITS FOR ENTERING THE NATIONAL PHASE 

The applicant is reminded that the "rwtiooal phase" must bo entered before each of the designated Offices indicated on 
the cover sheet of this Notification by payins national fees and furnishing translations, as proscribed by Articles 22 and 39 and 
the applicable national laws. In addition, the applk»nt may also have to comply with ottier special requifomonts applicable 
in certain Offices. It is the appticanf s re s p o n s ibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national phase are taken in a 
timely fashion. Most Offices do not issue reminders to applicants in connection with the entry into the national phase. 

The applicabCe time Gmit for entering the national phase wilt, subject to whet is said in the fbUowing paragraph, be 
30 MOFfTHS from the priority date, not only in respect of any elected Office if a demand for international preliminary 
examination is filed before the expiration of 19 months from the priority date (see Article 39(1)). but also in respect of any 
deslonated Office, In the absence of filing of such demand, where Article22(1) as nriodified with effect from 1 April 2002 
applies in respect of that designated Office.

In practice, time timNs other than the 30-fnonth time finut win continue to apply, for various penods of tiine^ in respect of 
certain dfasignated or, elected Offices. For ra^ular utidstes on the appficable tnno limiis (20* 21. 30 or 31 months, or odier 
time fimitt. Office by Office, refer to the PCT GazetteCSe^ion IVT* part published on a weeUy basis), to the PCT Newsletter 
(on a monthly basis) and to the relevant National Chapters in Volume II of the PCT Applicant's Guide (the paper version of 
which is updated usuaDy twice a year and the Internet version of which is updated usually on a weekly basis). Finally, a 
cumulative table of all applicable time limits for entering the national phase is available from WIPO's imemet site, via links 
from various pages the site including those of the Gazette^ Newsletter and Guide, at http://www.wtpo.im/pct/en/index.html.

REQUIREMENTS REGARDING PRIORITY DOCUMENTS 

For applicants who have not yet complied with the requirements regarding priority documents, the following ts recalled. 

Where the priority of an earlier national, regional or imematione I application is claimed, the appficam must submit a copy 
of the said earlier application^ certified by the authority with which it was filed ("the priority document**) to the receiving Office 
(which will transmit it to the Intemational Bureau) or directly to the International Bureau, before the expiration of 16 months from 
the priority date, profvided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the International Bureau before that date of 
imernatiOnat publication of the international application, in which case that document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 16- month ttnte limit (Rule 17.1(a)). 

Where the priority documem is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant may, instead of submitting the priority 
document, request the receiving Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the International Bureau. Such request 
must be made before the expiration of tiie 1 e-month time limit and may be subjected by the receiving Office to the payment 
ofa fee (Rule 17.1(b)). 

If the priority documem concemed Is not submitted to the intemational Bureau or if the request to the receiving Office 
to prepare and transmit the priority document has not been made (and the corresponding fee. If any, paid) within the applicable 
time limit Indicated under the preceding paragraphs, any designated State may disregard the priority claim, provided that no 
designated Office may disregard the priority daim concerned k»efore giving the applicant an opportunity, upon entry into the 
national phase, to furnish the priority document within the time limit which is reasonable under the circumstances (Rule 1 7.1 (c)). 

Where several priorities are claimed, the priority date to be considered for the purposes of computing the 16«month time 
limit (and all ottier PCT time limits) Is the filing date of the eariiest application whose priority is daimod (Article 2(xi)(b)). 
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
